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First Day Sale Of 
Conference Stamp 
Sets New Record 


Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced May 7, that 
first-day sales of the 5-cent Unit- 
ed Nations Conference postage 
stamp and covers serviced at San 
Francisco, California, on April 25, 
set an all-time record for this de- 
nomination in the history of the 
Postal Service. 

In money value, sales of this 
stamp amounted to $60,000 on the 
first-day, exceeding the sum re- 
ceived for any 5-cent commemo- 
rative postage stamp ever issued 
by the Post Office Department on 
its initial offering. 

Figures made public by Mr. 
Walker show that there were 1,- 
900,000 of this stamp sold on the 
first-day and that 417,450 covers 
were canceled. The covers can- 
celed were 190,720 greater than 
the 5-cent Virginia Dare postage 
stamp which had heretofore held 
the record in total sales of 5-cent 
commemorative stamps and which 
was placed on first-day sale at 
the post office of Manteo, North 
Carolina, on August 18, 1937. To- 
tal covers canceled of this 5-cent 
stamp amounted to 226,730. First- 
day covers of the Korean stamp, 
at Washington, D. C., on Novem- 
ber 2, 1944 totaled 192,850. The 
total number of covers canceled 
of the New York World’s Fair 3- 
cent postage stamp, which was 
placed on first-day sale at New 
York City on April 1, 1939, were 
168,115 greater than-.those can- 
celed at San Francisco. : 

Mail and window orders receiv- 
ed atthe Philatelic Agency, Wash- 
ington for the San Francisco 
stamp on the second-day of sale 
amounted to $197,970.15. This re- 
presented sales of 3,959,403 5-cent 
stamps, setting a record for sec- 
ond-day sales at the Agency, more 
than ten times greater than for 


‘any other postage stamp hereto- 


fore issued. Orders for this com- 
memorative stamp are still being 
received at the Agency and are 
being filled just as rapdly as it is 
possible to do so. 

Whether Mr. Walker feels any 
pride in the figures given above 
is something we know nothing

The above cover from the Afran Stamp Co., Manila, P. IL. is 
one of the First Day Covers of the Manila, Post Office since it was 
liberated by MacArthur and turned back to the Philippine Gov- 
ernment. The cover bears a special cancellation which reads, 
“MANILA POST OFFICE / APRIL 16, 1945 / FIRST DAY COV- 
ER.” The stamps on the cover are the regular Philippine issue 
with the “VICTORY” overprint. It must be remembered that 
the recognized First Day under the Philippine Government, after 
liberation and after the city was officially turned back to the 


The Afran Stamp Company was active in Manila prior to the 
war and this is evidence of their survival and reentry into the 
stamp trade again. Their address is P. O. Box 1181 and they have 
issued a list of Japanese Occupation stamps which can be had 





about but we do know that if the 
proper announcement had been 
made concerning the issue of this 
stamp in sufficient time to permit 
collectors and dealers to prepare 
for it in the usual manner that the 
figures would have been much 
larger than they are. 

From California we have a let- 
ter from Mr. J..M. Whalen who 
handles many thousand covers in 
which he praises the staff of the 
San Francisco post office for what 
he calls the splendid way in which 
they handled this first day sale 
and the cancellations. 

From other sources we have 
complaints of badly canceled cov- 
ers from several sources and some 
even submitting such covers for 
proof for their claims.

Collectors Are Warned 
Of Fake Surcharges On 
Stamps Of The Senegal 


The France and Colonies Group 
has been shown in late April 1945 
three entirely false overprints put 
upon Senegal No.C8, the 4.75 franc 
airmail stamp of 1935. After sub- 
mission to the best informed col- 
lectorgs and dealers within our 
society, we are convinced that 
these are neither official, genuine, 
made in France for postal use, nor 
made in Senegal. They have all 
the appearance of having been 
falsely made in New York state to 
defraud collectors. 

The false overprint is the same 
on all three, differing in color 
only. On the 4.75 franc stamp, the 
airmail, is overprinted “ENTR’ 
AIDE FRANCAISE” and an addi- 
tional value of “plus 95.75 frances’ 
—but there is a grossly ungram- 
matical error in the spelling of 
one word. The overprint, appar- 
ently. a rubber handstamped job, 
appears in red, in black, and in 
purple. No used copies have been 
seen, nor any on covers—and re- 
quests for either are met with 
blank silence from those who are 
advertising and trying to sell the 
three fakes at large prices. The 
top possible price for the three is 
that of three used copies of Sene- 
gal No. C8— about 90 cents for 
the three. 

Collectors are further warned 
that the well and unfavorably 
known “Richelieu” overprint of 
1943 was applied to two values of 
Senegal stamps as well as to the 
Petain 1.50 franc stamp of France. 
This, as with the “ENTR’AIDE”, 
was unofficial, done in New York, 
and not valid for postage. 


EDITORS NOTE—Now if the 
France and Colonies Group want 
to handle these matters as they 
should be handled, why not name 
the dealers who are offering the 
stamps and if the name of the 
faker is known name him also.

Philatelic friends of the late 
Gerard Gilbert, the great French 
stamp ‘dealer who spent his last 
few years in New York, gathered 
at the Collectors Club in New 
York on the evening of May 2nd 
and paid him tribute in a fitting 
“Gilbert Night” program, with 
several members of the France 
and Colonies Group participating. 

‘The fame of M. Gilbert will al- 
ways stand out in Philately,” said 
Robert L. Graham, Jr., president 
of the Collectors Club, in his in- 
troductory remarks. He presented 
to the large audience Mme. Gil- 
bert and her son, Michel, who is 
widely known for his oil paint- 
ings. 

Alfred F. Lichtenstein, who was 
introduced as “the man closest to 
M. Gilbert in philatelic study in 
this section of the country,” spoke 
in reminiscent vein of his late 
friend and philatelic adviser while 
he pointed out and _ discussed 
stamps “which remind me _ of 
him.” The stamps, filling half a 
dozen frames, were selected pages 
of early Guadeloupe, Mauritius, 
St. Pierre & Miquelon and French 
Colonies from the great Lichten- 
stein collection. 

Mr. Lichtenstein said he be- 
came acquainted with M. Gilbert 
in the first decade of this century, 
and that he used to stop in Paris 
just to have a talk with this “great

Improvises Peace 
Conference Stamps 





During the period of the first 
World War, Charles’ Sidney 
Thompson prepared what he call- 
ed a “WAR STAMP” and there 
may still be some of these in the 
hands of collectors who may won- 
der what they are. In order to 
produce such a stamp and use it 
in letters Mr. Thompson took a 
strip of three 1c stamps and over- 
printed the center stamp in the 
strip with large red capital let- 
ters, “WAR STAMP” in two lines. 
He used these on his mail in those 
days when the postage rate was 
still 2c. Of course it was just 
throwing money away for the war 
effort never got the pennies that 
were wasted in this mannr. 

Now comes Robert L. Chavalia 
of Oakland Calif. who sends us a 
cover canceled at San Francisco 
on April 25th, the day of isue of 
the conference stamp and he has 
improvised some Peace Confer- 
ence stamps which are on this 
cover. There are first a lc and 2c 
current war issue stamp for the 
proper postage and then copies 
of the recent Railway, Steamship 
and Telegraph stamp, each over- 
printed in small capital letters, 
“UNITED NATIONS / PEACE 
CONFERENCE / SAN FRANCIS- 
CO, CALIF. / APRIL 25, 1945”. 

We merely list this item for the 
record and acknowledge that it 
has no recognized value except as 
a curio. Mr. Chavalia states that 
only 20 of each exist so far as he 
knows and that five are with the 
inevitable invert overprint.

student and great philatelist who 
; would give you more of his know= 
ledge than anyone on the Conti- 
nent.” 

Fondly Mr. Lichtenstein pointed 
to a Mauritius cover addressed to 
Bordeaux and bearing a 2p of 
1848—*‘a very early impression in 
indigo. It is one of the really 
beautiful pieces in my collection,” 
he commented. “For years, M. 
Gilbert, who had this cover, talk- 
ed about it, and finally decided 
my collection was good enough to 
put it in.” 

It was on M. Gilbert’s advice, 
Mr. Lichtenstein said, that he 
bought that sheet of Guadeloupe 
dues in dark green, a rare item. 
Mr. Lichtenstein found the sheet 
in London, took it to Paris and M. 
Gilbert said: ‘“There’s something 
you should have. I always thought 
there were only two—now there 
are three.” 

“He always appreciated,” said 
Mr. Lichtenstein. “We tried to 
learn at his knee. 

“These,” he pointed to some el- 
egant St. Pierre & Miquelon pro~ 
visionals, “are stamps in great 
part out of the Ferrari Collection,” 
which M. Gilbert auctioned in 
Paris after World war I. “It was 
M. Gilbert who taught me that 
when the circle is broken (in these 
provisionals) they aren’t good, 
He gave me the know-how.” 

Several members of the French 
and Colonies Group’ exhibited 
from their collections after Mr, 
Lichtenstein’s talk. 

Aron Landauer spoke most in- 
terestingly as he turned the pages 
(of an album of superb and unusu- 
|al early French pieces. With his 
1853 Empire issue was a_ cover 
bearing the “real lemon yellow” 
10c, which he said was one of the 
few things that M. Gilbert had en- 
vied in his collection. Mr. Lan- 
dauer said his choicest balloon 
cover from the Siege of Paris was 
one sent to the Overland Monthly 
in San Francisco. 

Sigmund Adler displayed a vol- 
ume of select early French issues 
in choice condition.

Both Tulsa and Oklahoma City 
had attractive unofficial cachets 
for the first flight from these cit- 
ies on AM-4 and AM-23 on April 
22nd. The Tulsa cachet was non- 
pictorial and consisted of a dou- 
ble-bordered rectangle, inside of 
which were the words “INAUGU- 
RAL FLIGHT * AMERICAN AIR- 
LINES, INC. * TRANSCONTIN- 
ENTAL SERVICE * VIA * TUL- 
SA, OKLAHOMA, * APRIL 22, 
1945” Between the frames of the 
border at both the top and bottom 
are the words FIRST FLIGHT 
COVER and at the sides FLOWN 
BY FLAGSHIP. 
Oklahoma City’s cachet was a 
pictorial one, and a little bit lar- 
ger than the one used at Tulsa. 
The central design is a “Flagship” 
flying above a stagecoach. Above 
in large letters is “AMERICAN 
AIRLINES, INC. * 56th BIRTH- 
DAY OF * OKLAHOMA CITY”, 
while below is “APRIL 22, 1945 
* NEW YORK. OKLAHOMA 
CITY. LOS ANGELES” At the 
sides are INAUGURAL FLIGHT, 
TRANSCONTINENTAL, and U. S. 
AIRMAIL. Oddly enough, several 
of my covers received the Na-

From Sgt. A. E. Shaffer, some- 
where in Europe comes the first 
of the Overprinted envelope 
which we have seen. We illus- 
trate the overprinted envelope 
herewith and might say that the 
position of the overprint is not al- 
ways the same as it may shift ei- 
ther to the right or left and in 
some cases appear only partly on 
the envelope. 








Errors without overprint have 
also turned up in Europe as Sgt. 
Shaffer serfds us two covers, both 
canceled and mailed at the same 
time. One is with the overprint, 
the other without the overprint. 
Both are postmarked from A. P.O. 
540 and dated April 30, 1945. The 
two covers, one an overprinted 
one for 6c air and th other with- 
out overprint, was evidently ac- 
knowledged as a 6c air mail cover 
and came through, both arriving 
at our office on the same date. 
The cover which we illustrate is 
from Sgt. Donald Graf in the 
European area. Since this has 
been written a cover of the same 
kind is at hand from Lieut. Sam 
E. Edelstein in the Pacific Area.

A QUESTION THAT NEEDS TO BE SETTLED 


In Mekeel’s Weekly for May 7, a reader makes the inquiry, “What 
are the AMGOT stamps issued for use in Italy?” This question might 
as well include similar stamps issued for use in France, also in Ger- 
many. 


The answer as given in Mekeel’s infers that these stamps in each 
instance should be classed under the country in which they were 
used or for which they were issued. The writer infers that in all 
other instances when stamps were issued by armies of occupation in 
the first world war that the stamps were listed un- 
der the country for which issued, thus that these 
stamps for ITALY should be listed as Italian 
Stamps, stamps for France as French stamps and | 
stamps for Germany as German stamps. We have 
previously disagreed with this suggestion and we} 
still disagree with it and believe that there should 
be some definite study and consideration of these 
stamps and a decision made as to how to class 
them. Unlike stamps issued by various armies of 
f occupation in the previous war, these stamps were 
issued by a joint Allied Military Government, long 
planned and purposely set up for the administra- 
tion of the civil affairs of the countries which the 

Geo. W. Linn armies occupied. It should, in our opinion, be rec- 
ognized as a Government, functioning within these various countries | 
and the stamps so issued for use in these countries should be grouped 
and listed under the heading of Allied Military Government issues 
and not as issues of any of the countries in which the stamps were 
used, 


Let us have an opinion of some of the learned judges or lawyers 
who are numbered among the philatelic brethren. The question should 
be settled and these stamps should not be kicked from pillar to post 
but definitely placed where they properly belong. 

Scott has already claimed the Italian issue for the United States. 
Britain and Russia can as well claim it for their country as they 
were a part of the Allied Military Government. At the same time, 
Italian cataloguers can as well claim the Italian stamps for Italy, 
the French cataloguers can claim the French AMG stamps for France 
and the German cataloguers can claim the German AMG stamps for 
Germany. 


It should be apparent that they can properly and rightfully be 
listed in but one place in any of the catalogues and the sooner we 
find out just which is the right spot, the less confusion we will have. 
Regardless of this thought however, it is most likely that Americans 
will collect them as United States issues, the Britons will collect 
them as British issues and the Russians will collect them as Russian 
issues, that should more than ever make them Allied Military Gov- 
ernment issues which is proclaimed on the stamps themselves.
